Thetext is a Prayer, and q#is-0ra, who it is that 
prayes, is the firft circumſtance that appeares in the 
text; 1t13 David, 1tis the Krg, and he bears a prime, 
and a great part whereſoever he 1s. And it was Da- 
©ids honour : for there was never any Xing ſooften 
tound at his prayets as David was ; ſeven t1mes aday 
7/1 Tprayſe thee, Pſalme 119. This was Davids pro- 


_ miſe, and for ought we know it was Davids perfor- 


mance too. And thorow all the booke of his 
Pſalmes (that devour part of Scripture) all his pray- 
ſes go mixed with praier : ſohe prayedvery oft. And 
certainly, there is nothing more neceſfary for any

King , then Prayer. And therefore Sr. Auſtin ac- 


counts it one of the greateſt happineſſcs of a King,

1. And there is great need it ſhould be ſo:for of all 
men (Prieſts only excepted) &irgs have the greateſt 
account to make Cod: therefore prayer is very ne- 
ceſſary for them; that ſince no man 1s able to keepe 
his accounts even, God wouid be pleaſed co be mer- 
cifull,andrake Chriſt intothe reckoning. 

2, Of all men(could greatnefle let them feele their 


wants) none have ſueh burthenson their ſhoulders, 


2s Kings have therefore prayer 18neceflary for them, 
that they may call as oft upon God, as he ca!s oft upon 
them that are Peary and heavy laden to ref-eſh theme, 
Mat.lI. 

3. Of allmzn,none have ſo great troubles as Kings 
have. Indeed troubles muſt needs be grear , or elſe

I will never miſdoubrt the pietie of thisnation in 
the performing this durie, of which both here, and in 
al places they are met this day to make publick proof. 
For the perſon that keeps cloſe to this dutie, among, 
many others , hee ſhall be ſure of chis one great bl«ſ- 
ſing, he cannot fal into the oppoſite ſin of murmuring 
zpainſt the King, David the King in the texr, hee had 
faithfall and religious people ; yet there was a Shewez 
anong them, that inſtead of praying for the Xing,cur- 
led and reviled him,2 Sarm.16.

Doe thou give. And asthis is all mens Cutie; ſoir 
tis the dutie ofthe King too among the reſt cogo in 
prayerto God, and to God alone. Therfore Damaſ- 
exe puts God into the very definition of prayer. pray- 
erfaith that Father is pe#itzo decenſ# adeo,the asking of 
thoſe things thar are fit to be asked of God, Forpray- 
fr15 one of the greateſt parts of divine worſhip: ſo

And you have great caliſe agarne fO bleſſe & mag. : 
nifie God, for a King, ſo conſtant inreligion, ſo de- 


vour in praier, ſo direct in his devotion to God alone, 
as he hath ever ſhewed himſelfe to bezand God for his 
mercyſakeever hold him there. And indeed to whom 
ſhould he,or any of you go in prater,but to God? for 
none can give but hez nornonecan bleſſe, or preſerye 
that chat is given, buc he. Ifthe & ing look to have his 


Throne eſtabliſhed to himſelfe, or his Son after him, 


he muſt go to God for the ſerling of it, or elſe jt will 
ſhake then when he thinks it ſureſt. And ſince God 
hath proclaimed ic himſelfe, By me Kings reign, Prow.s, 
Princes have reaſon to look up to him, that they may

Firſt, hoc under God, that is the eſtabliſhing of 
the Xings Throne, Prov. 25

vertues, for the ordering of his people:for they can-

not have their well being but by juſtice, and jadge« 
- ment. Therefore in the Common Law of this king- 
dome, paſtice 15 rightly ſtyled, the ſupporter of 1h

J will not fill your ears with curioſities, nor trouble 
you with diſputes, wherein this judgement deſired for 
the King, and this juſtice and righreouſnefle for the 
Kings Son differ one fromanother.I know they differ 
in ſchoolelearning , Indgement ſtanding uſually for 
.the habice, and Iuſtice for the ſenrence, or execution 
accordingly.But here Ryfipw, and 4uſtin,and orher 


Divines, tell me that judgement and righreouſneſſe in 


this place, ſtand for that juſtice, and judgement, that 
the King 15 indifferently, and equally to adminiſter to 
his people, and ſo for one vertue. Here is the vertue 
and the power , both from the Xing, and both from 
God. The benefit of both are the peoples; but from 
| God by the King. Therefore Davidprayes here not 
for one vertue for himſelfe, and another for hisſon; 
but for one , and the ſame vertue for both. For the 
Sonne had as much need of this vertue asthe Father, 
the one being a King, and the other ro be one; they 
both needed this great compriſing kingly vertue, 
without which there can bee no religions peaceable 
government over a people. Sojuſtice and judgement 
inthis place (as uſually when they attend the Xing) 
containe the vertue it ſelfe;zand the power that brings 
this vertue to act. T he execution 15 as juſtice, and the 


power to give ſentence , moderation and equity to 


[mooth over the rigour of juſtice; and all other ver- 
tes, as far as they ſerve roſtrengthen, or direct and 


keepe even the hands of juſtice, prudence eſpecially.

Then it is a wondrous neceſſary prayer here: for 
if jaſtice ſhon!d not be in the Kings will (which God. 
forbid) it muſt needsgrow aptto turne tofoureneſſe, 
And it judgement, and execution follow not upop 
the ſentence of juſtice, the Kings hand muſt needs 
ſhake into remiſncfe. And one of theſe,ſournefſe will 
make judgement it ſelfe,or the pretext of it a ſcourge 
for the peopie. Andtheother, remiinefſe, will make 
thepeoplea worſe ſcourge to themſelves, for want of 
i(ciplineto keepe them in order : For of all ſcourges, 
tnere 1s none anſwerable to the unrulineſle of the 
pPCopiC. | 

Now this vertue as large as1tis, when it filsthe 
heart of the King, it iscalled another heart ; it putson 
other dimenſions : foritfurniſheth the Kings breſt 
with all rectitude, and prudence;and reticude is the 
being, and prudence the moderation, and guid of al 
zaſtice : for ſo without reſpect of perſons it belong; 
to the wiſe, and prudent, Prov.25. * 

Nay further, though this vertue be fo large, yet the 
heart of the King is ſo capacious, that juſtice and 
judgement cannot fill it, if itſtand ſingle : therefore 
Da»3dprayeth not for judgement ſingle; but in tie 
piurall number : G7ve thy judgements. 

And there is great reaſon , that he ſhould pray ſo: 
for juſtice continuing,one and the ſame vertue, gives 
many times different jadgements,anditmuſt needs be 


fo.and the King muitrneeds be an inſtrumentin them 


all. And in the various occaſions that himfelfe, and hi! 
people have uſe of, This David found in his owne 
heart; therefore he prayes for all. 


And thispray we alway for the Xirg for all judge- 
1nt for the King. So give Lord, And

live under a King that keepes his Lawesin his life: A 


_. King that lives ſo, as if he were a Law himſclfe,and ſo 


needed none. A Kingrhat plants his Tudges fo,as they 
may equally diſtribute his judgement, and juſtice to 
hispeople. A King ſo blefſed by God for your good, 
that whether it be for his owne prayers,or yours, or 
both,or neither ; but that God is pleaſed toſhew his 
mercy,and glory upon himtoycu: certaine it is,that 


God hath given hima very large heatt,and filled it to 


the brim withjaſtice, and judgement. 

T ake heed, I heartily beg it of you. I fay ir againe, 
take heed I heartily beg it of you, thatnoſinof un- 
thankfulneſſe, no baſe detratting murmuring ſin, pof- 
ſeſſe your ſoules,or whet your tongues, or ſoure your 
breſts againſt the Lord,& againſt his Anoynted: bur 
remember in that theſe rwo things. 

Firſt, remember, that it is aseaſte for God to take a= 
way any bleſſing ( even the great bleſſing of a good 
King) as to give it, remember that. 

And ſecondly, remember, that unthankfulneſſe to 
God for ſo graciousa King, isthe very ready way tc 
doe it, remember that too: and therefore looke to 
theſe things in time. 

I, but what then, hath a Xing enongh, when God 
hath given him juſtice,and judgement? May his pray- 


. ersthen ceaſe for himſelfe , as your prayers for him ? 


hath he no more need of God, when God hath once 
given him judgement ? 

O God forbid; ſurely he hath, and it is to be preſu- 
med,that the Xingdaily praieth ; I am fare his dutie 


if 


Andhere it is fit for you alittle totakeaviewof 
your own happvinefſle,and tobleſſe God for it: for you 
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it 1s, to pray that God would eycr pleaſe to continue, 


and increaſe the righteouſneſſe, and judgement hee. 
hath given to him. Nor can thinke, but that David 


was very oft at this prayer too: for hefſaith, Pſal.gg, 
The Kings power loveth judgement. And it is more then 
probable, thar chat he loved, he wouldpray for; hee 
prayed to haveit, and to increaſeit. And hethar 
prayes fo oft, pſal.t 19. I ſay ſooft that God would 
keepe him i» theway of hif Commandements, and cauſe 
him to make much of his Law; he muſt of neceſſity he 
preſumed to pray for juſtice,and judgement, whichis 
the vigour of all Lawes,divine,and humane. 

And Kings have great need ofc to pray for this 
orace,and forthe continuance, andincreaſe of it too, 

For Kings ſtand high, thatis true; but the higher 
they ſtand, the more they are expoſed to tempeſts, 
and wind-ſhakings , that paſſe over the lower vallies 
with lefſenoyſe,and danger. : 

And Kings are great. That 1s true too : butth? 
greater they are, the ſtiffer are the blaſts of all temp- 
tations on themto batter, at leaſt to ſhake juſtice, and 
judgement. Therefore they have need of God ſtill 
when hee hath given them moſt : and doubtleſſe hee 
that hath moſt,hath need to pray : for the greater the 
King is, hee muſt moſt be preſumed to be carefullof 
this dutie,that he prayes to God more then once,and 
more then others. = 

Neither is this prayer for ſtrengthening, andin- 
creaſing of judg ement only.

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none but thine will long preſerve the people. I know 
worldly policie, and the Profeffors may flatter thew« 
ſelves roo hot in it. They may think that any courſe 
of juſtice, that any Standard may ſerve to governe a 
kingdom without any eye at all toheaven, withour 
any reſpec to Gods judgements; without principal- 
ly ayming at the judgement that 1s given, and execu- 
ted by the Lord,as itis, 2 Chro.29. They may think 
this and more; butler no man deceive himſelfe, and 
then moſt when hee would be wiſe : For cercaialy, 
there can be no kingdome rightly conſtituted, fur- 
ther then God himſelfe comes in, in laying the foun- 
dation of itin true, impartiall judgement. When the 
foundation of a kingdome is perfectly laid (which is a 
blefling ſeldome perfect in all things in any kingdom 
whatſoever, yer) no kingdome can continue upon 
fuch a fonndation,longer then it ſtands upright on ir. 


It it {way oneither {ide ; if it fall nor preſently, it 


rrowes weaker (t11],' the more it leansaway from juſ- 
ice and judgement which is Gods. 

| Andas it is with kingdoms in their foundation, 
and ſuperſtruCture,ſo it is with Kings too, that are to 
manage, and diſpoſe them : for if any King think him- 


ſklfe ſufficient by his owne vertueagainſt the difficul- 


ties of a kingdom, by his owne juſtice, and wiſdome, 
and integririe : he will ind by his lofſe, as Neb»chad- 
#%ar 1n his greateſt greatneſſe, D-#.4. that he and all 
tis vertue cannot long keep up, nonot aſetled Xing. 
Therefore David was wiſe,as well as religious, thathe 
wen: tO God for his judgements, without which he nor 
tis Son after him, hee knew wasable to hold up the 
kingdome. 
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Gzve the King thy + 2M 0 God. 
And what did David with them, when he had them? 
What; heereſolved to make them the very rule of 
his government,and he did ſo : for | 
Firſt for himſelfe, he tels us in Pſal.119. Thy judge- 


ments have I laid before mz. There he make them his 


own rule. Then he prayes over his Son So/omon,0 Lord 
give here to Solomon my ſonne a perfect heart , that hee 
#149 keepe thy commandements, that they might rule his 
Son. Well then Thy judgements. | 


Bur is not all juſtice, and judgement Gods ? Yes, 


out of doubt; In generall juſtice and judgement are 
from him. Therefore it is a great advantage topeo- 
ple in any kingdome,even among Infidels,to have the 
kingdome adminiſtred by juftice,and jadgement. But 
yet to make a kingdome perfect, and entire, to haye 
the jadgement Gods, andthe kingdome firme; then 
there muſt theſe graines beput into the ballance. 

Firſt,it muſt bejuſtice,notonly given, but guided 
all along by God, and Grace. If this benor, judge- 
ment cannot remaine firme in any man, or any &ing, 
Now as it holds it works, for worke it cannot beyond 
theſtrengrh it hath : therefore if Gods ſpirit aſſiſt it 
not,it may faint, and faile juſt there, and then when 
on the ſudden it may ſhakea kingdome. 

Secondly, it muſt be judgement that is alway 
Gods; and it muſt diſtribute rewards and puniſh- 
ments,as God commands. If juſtice, and judgement 
role thiseye afide , thoughit may continue for ought 
may appeareto others,and themſelves, yer they begitl 
toJooke ſquint, andin part leave God. Thereforeif 


any pretented cunning way of juſtice and judge- 
men! Ba; 
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mentſo called, ſhall debaſe,and finck thehonour of 
God, and the ſincerity of Religion, If any Munici- 
pall law be made in any kingdome to ſtrengthen ſuch 
defignes, as are injurious to God, and his worſhip ; 
there muſt, ther will come a failing upon all ſuch king- 
domes, wherefoever they are; and then it will ap- 
peare, (though perhaps roo late)rhac the judgements 
of their King were not Gods judgements. 

Thirdly,it muſt be jadgement, that(as much as hu- 
mane infirmitie can beare ) muſt be free from taint, 
both within, and without ; within at the heart of the 
King, and his Indges underhim; and without, from 
all posſeflion in the eare, and from all cor- 
ruption in the hand; If this be not, Tuſtice 
which ſhould only be blind co ſee no perſons, becoms 
blind, that irt-can fee no truth ; and Iuftice rhat is 
ſo blind cannot be Gods. Therefore if the juſtice 
andjudgement of a kingdome cut up its owne foun- 
dation, can any man think it can build ſafely & wiſe- 
ly upon it for the State? it cannot be. 

And this Thizein the text(for Imuſt haſten)Thy judge- 
ments. Tris ſofull a circumſtance, I cannot leave ir 
jet. For by it you may ſee how neceſſary it was then 
for Davzd, and how requiſite it is now foral Kings to 
pray to God; and ro him alone for judgement. For 
King can maſter the Scepter well, .but by juſtice 
and judgement. And you ſee it cannot be done by 
ay kind of judgement neither; but that that is Gods 
pdgement in the upright integritie of ic : And then 
Who can give Gods judgements but God himſelfe ? 
* Yhois as he is called, Fſay 30. The God, and the Cod of 
" W*&gement: ſarely none can have it but he in perfe. 
on, nor none can give it tootEers, to make them 


XrfeQbur he. D There- 
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Therefore 4uſtia aksthe queſtion, but meerly.ir 
ſcorne, W hat ! is ic come to that? doth thou thinke 
rhar thou canſt give juſtice and judgement to thy 
ſelfe? No,thou canſt not : for no man can give him. 
ſelfe that that he hath not; and that that he hath al. 
ready, he needs not. This our Prophet tels us plainly ; 
for though the King love Judgement , yet it is 
God that prepares Equity , and Righteouſneſſe in Iacob 
0 Bleſſed are all they that waite for bim, For if they 
waite, he willgive, and that no lefle then Judgement, 
tis judgements tothe King: 

One circumſtance behind yet is,that the words are 
properly a prayer in th moſt native ſenſe of prayer, 
Nota thankſgiving only, that God had given him his 
judgements. For though God had given Dawyd his 
zadgements ; and hee was thankfull for ſuch a gift a 
this:yet thinks here 15 not his proper work,but humi- 
liarion,and fupplication. 

And ir tn excellent thing to ſee a.Kingat his 
prayers: for then you ſee two Kings at oncez;a greater, 
and alefſer King,God andthe King. And though wee 
cannot ſee God,as we ſee the King: yet when wee ſee 
Majeſtie humbled,and in the polture of a Supplicant, 
wecannot in a ſort but ſee that infinite, unſpeakable 
Mizjeſtieof that God, whom even Kings adore, and 
are made firre greater by their. humbleſt adoration. 
For when I pray you was Solomon the Son of this 
King at hispreateſt glory? Surely, you ſhall find him 
athisgreateſt, then immediatly upon the finiſhing ot 
the Temple. And how doe you find Solomon there? 
juſt at his Fathers worke ; he was there at his prayers 
upon his knees, faith the rexr, 1 &7ng. 8. upon his 
knees ; whereas now-many meane,unworthy _—_ je:

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| loathto bow their knees, or ſtoope1n prayer to God* 

Now thisprayer was a prayer indeed: for prayer 
3s apt tobeg,not to buy : he that pleads deſert, chal- 
lengeth reward of dutie : but hee that prateth relies 
upon the mercie, and goodnefſe of the Giver. And 
| thisis the way that David comes to God, both 
for himſelfe, and for his Son. 

And Ipray marke it, Daz here, the great exam- 
ple of a praying King, hee ſaith not retribua domine, 
Lord repay me for the paines of my government; for 
my ſervice of the people, or for my worſhip to thy 
ſelfe ; thereisnone of this; but 4 dowine,Give Lord, 
thatchoun art able to.doe by thy power, that thou art 
ready to doe by thy goodnefſe. O Lord let not mine, 
or my peoples unworthinefſe hinder thar. 'Let nor 
their murmuring, and diſobedience be hard fo far as 
tothee; but Lord give the King thy jndgements , and 
then I will execute them to thine honour, and their 
good. This was Davids way,and it was prevalent. 

Andoutof queſtion be he King,or Subject, he that 
aksno more at Gods hands, then either of both,asks 
and ſhall have too little. But God gives much tohum- 
ble Sutors, Indgements,and his judgements. And net= 
therthe Prophet did ask, nor God did give the ear- 
neſt and pledge of this judgement only , but zudge- 
ment it ſelfero the King. And certainly the King had 
need to pray thus. And ſo had the people asgrear 
need as cheKing: for if this prayer be notmade, what 
alurance have you that God willgive? and if God 
willnort give, the King cannot have; and if the King 
caniot receive juſtice and judgement, hee cannot di- 
ſtribute it to the peaple,v.2.And ifjudgement be not 
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20 
diſtributed to the people, there will behopeaceer/';, 
And wher the people doe not receive judgement from 
the King, and peace from themſelves , what are they? 
Nothing bura heap of moſt infirm, & miſerable crea. 
tures: which youcan never be as long as God gives 
his 1ndgements to the King , "and his Righteonſneſſe toths 
Kmes fonne, | 

] havenow done with the firſt generall part of the 
rext:and it is time to deſcendfrom the King to his Son, 
the ſecond part of the Fathers Prayer. 

And thy Rightconſneſſe to the Kings ſon, g1ve Lord, 

Where firit , thoug?. it 2 nor exprelt inthe text, it 

may eaſily bee conceiv.. , thatſucha King as David 
prayed fora Son, before he prayed for Righteouſneſſe 
to be g;ven him : and though David had divers ſons 
before , yet in ſome reſpe& or other , they wereall to 
David as no ſons : thereforethere is no queſtion to bee 
made,but he prayed for him. I and therefore too,wher 
God hadgiven him So/owwon, hee cals him not bare hi; 
ſon, but his only ſon,Chre.29..Andno marvell;fince he 
was that ſon, that God himſelfe appointed to ſucceed 
inthe kingdome for David, 1 Chron.28.and ſuchaſon 
is alway worththe praying for, 
Well, but what then? when God had given David 
Solozzou : when God hath given any other King a ſon, 
as.hee hath given our gracious King (Gods namebe 
ever bleſſed) what then, is the Kings prayersthen, or 
the peoples atan end? 

No,nothing lefſe;nay , there 1s more needa great 
deale both, for the King, and for the people to goe 01 
in their prayers, as Daviddid; that the ſame God that 
bath given his judgements tothe King, will proceed 

-an 
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and Give his Righteouſneſſe to the Kings ſon, Forit is 
greater bleſſing tothe King, when God gives his righ- 
rcouſhefleto his ſon,then when hegives him aſon. For 
if So/ompn lucceed not David in his love to the Tem- 


' ple,as well as the Throne, if he inheritnotthe truth 


of his-fathers Religion, as well as the right of his 
Crown: if he follow not his Fathers devotion, and 
pray for 1uſtice, and Tudgerntto be given him, as well 
as other temporarte bleſſings : the very bleſſings of the 
Son would end in bitrerneſs, and bethe diſcomfort,and 
diſhonour of the Father. - 

But it is the wiſe, and prudent ſon, that 3s the Fa- 
thers Crown , and the Mothers joy, Prov.10 And then the 
bleſſing of a ſon is a bleſſing indeed. David ſawthis, 
therforehe continued his-prayers. And it:is more then 
fit for other Kingsto doe ſo too. - Thy. Iu 


And forthe people, they have greatneed, notonly 


toſay Amentothe prayers of theKing ; butto repexte 


the prayer, and with fervencie todrive it inatthe cars 
of God, thar ſotheir children afrer them may bee as 
happy under the ſon, as they themſelves were under 
the Father,while God gives both the Father , and the 
Son zealeto histruth,and judgement overhis people. 
And here I ſhoald take occaſion totell you of the 
care, and'deyotion of our Davrd int his dayes, andof 
his pray ers, both for himſelfe,8& his Son ; bur that the 
age is ſo bad , that they will not beleeye that hee is ſo 
200d beyond them:-. And ſome(forthey are but'ſome) 
are ſo- waſpiſhly ſet ro-ſting;, rhat-nothing can pleaſe 
thetr ears, unleſs tt ſharpen their edge againſt axthotiry.

kingdoms too : and our Prophetproclaims as mnch, 


for he proclaims him Glefſed that hath bis quiver full of 
them, hee ſhall not be «fpamed when be meets his enemy in 
the gate, Pſal.112. But when] find it F:/lio Regis, the 


Kings ſon, Ithink Dev/4 madea difference, and had 


ſpeciall eye upon Solomon, that God had given himto 
nd after him, x-Chr0.28. Well then, be ittothe 


Kings SOR. 
Why ! but then is-it but to one? ont of doubt 


-wherethere is but one, there can benoqueſtion : but 
when there is moreſonsthenone , as Devid had (and

For the more Dav#d prated to God, for Gods 
juſticeand judgement, todeſcend upon his Sonne , the 
more he ſeemed to ſee whata want it-was for the ſonne: 


of 2 King to want jnſtice and judgement; and the more 


he ſees what this want is, the more undoubtedly muſt 
beindeavourby prayer roGod;andhis own indeavour 
to look toit;for the vertuous education of his Son: For 
tx impoſhblcalmoſt ; that hee that prayes to God to 
give ; thould not alſo indeavour thar it may be given. 
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For whettweour ſelves pray for any thing, that prayer 
if ic be ſuchas it ought,ſers an edge on our indeavours: 
becauſe in a manner it aſſures us, that God will give 
what we aske , if we indeavour by Gods grace,as wee 
aske, 
And for our owne particular, I doubt not but we ſha! 
ſee Gods grace plentifully givento the Kings Son, af. 
ter his pious Fathers carefull ſucceflefull indeavourin 
Ins education. That his heart may be full of juſtice,and 
his hand of judgement ,againſt the time come, that the 
judiciarie power muſt deſcend upon him. 

And if you markeit here,the bleſſing that Davd de- 
fires for the Kings Son, is the very ſelfe ſame that hee 
asks for himſelte , Righteouſneſſe, that is, Tuſtice, and 
Indgement. And there is great reaſon for it : for this 
vertue is as neceſlary for the Son,as for the Father. The 
ſame Crown being to bee worne by both. The ſame 
Scepter to be welded by both. The ſame people tobe 
governed by both. The ſame Laws to be maintained 
by both. Therfore the ſame vertue is neceſſary for both 

And the copulartive in the text, A»dthy Righteouſneſſe 
for the Kings ſon joynes David and Solomon , the Father 
and the Son in one prayer,for one bleſſing. + 

And this example of Davids prayer is a great lead- 
ing caſe for Kings; for this holy and piousKing David, 
this King fall of tence, what the greateſt wantof 
a King might be; he doth not ask at Gods hand, for tus 
Son long life, an inlarged kingdome, heaps of wealth, 
(thoughthar be very neceſſary) but the grace of judge- 
ment,and righteouſnefſe, thatſo he may beableto goe 
thorow with the office of a King,that is Davids prayer.

But how ever, the 
more are you bound to God Almighty, that hath given you 
: King ſo fall of Iuſtice , and Tudgement, as you have found 
aim to be. 

And it is worthy our conſideration too, how Davidand of 
Solomon agree in their prayers; and what a Kings Son may 
karne, when he is exampled by ſuch a Father. For we find

And it is,Give Lord:For as Moral Tuſtice only will not ſerve, 


fo neither will Theological,burt only qre dat,as it is given. For 


as it is 8qaaſita, as it is learned by Rudy, be it by ſtudy or pra- 
Qile,lo ic is ſpeculative, or operative by rule(that is the moſt) 
but as it is given,ſo ic 18 at the hearr,& ſothe King is not only

Firſt, becauſe Gods Tudgement as it is in Cod, is ſubſtanti= 
all. It is ſo in God, as itis his efſence himlelfe. This way no 
King 15 capable of Guds Tuſtice, b.cauſc it is his efſence.

Sc 
cleare thacno intangled cauſe canclondir,no corner finne can 
avoid it. And this way againe no King is capable of Guds 
Light, becauſe thatis a thing incommunicable,as his (ut ſtance 
2zeſſencia!l as he. Pur Juttice as it is given toa King, 1s but 
Lucerna, but a candle light, an imparted light alight thatis 
kindled, and fer up in a materiall ſubſtance , and fo darkned 
wich dregs: yet eventhis light Kings muſt pray for: anditis 
but need they ſhou'd: forit God give not even this light, tr is 
impoſſible the King (ſhould ſee how co doe Juſtice; or chat hee 
ſhould diſcerne how to execute rhole judgements that God 
bath given him. 

Therefore ihe lighting: up of this Candle in the heart of 
the K ng, che light of Iuſticeand Tudgemenc, is a marvellous 
bleſſing,and God himſclfe accounts it ſozana it appears, 

Firſt, becauſe am-»ng the many 1nd great threa:nings, that 


hethunders our againſt rebellious people; this is one, that he 


will tate from. h: m the light of a Candle, :».:.5 he wil not 
leave them ſo much lwht : and it was fo ; for Cods iudge- 
ment departed away trom the 11g, the King loſt the King- 
dome,and the people were lead away indarkneſle to capti- 
vity, So you may {ce what 1t 1s to want thus light of juJge- 
ment ma King. 
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Secondly,it appears to be great by the promiſes of Cod: for 
among the many profe lions, that he makes to this g/orious 
Kin2 David, this was one,that he had ordained 2 light for him ; 
p/2l.132. So thenyou ſee by the preſence of this light, what 
the benefit is to have it. But then ſtill Kings themſelves, ang 


the people mult remember, it is bnt Lzcernz, but a Candle 
li; hted at that great light, the Lampe of God. And being 
but a Candle lit ht,it iscafily blowen out, it God keepe not 
his Li; ht about the King to rerew it ; and if God pro, 
vide n.t a fence for this Light of Tuſtice aga'nſt the winds of 
tem; tation that bluſter aboutit, Therefore our o'd Engliſh 
Tianſlation reade that place in the Pſalme happily.

hard to make, that God himſe'fe muſt ordaine it, or elſethe 
King cannot have it : for whocanfence, and keepe in God;
